BIRTHS. 

The  number  of  births  registered  up  to  December  31st  was  993 — an 
increase  of  43  over  last  year — giving  a  birth  rate  of  35*4.  Last  year  the 
rate  was  36-53, 
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DEATHS. 

For  the  same  period,  341  deaths  are  returned,  giving  a  death  rate  of 
12T7  per  1,000.  Last  year  tne  death  rate  was  13’3.

NOTIFICATION  OF  BIRTHS  ACT. 

Since  the  adoption  of  this  Act  379  births  have  been  notified.  The 
nurse  has  visited  330  cases,  and  instructed  the  mothers  as  to  feeding  and 
cleanliness ;  and  a  pamphlet  approved  by  the  Sanitary  Committee  has 
been  delivered  to  each  case.  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  out  of  the  whole 
number,  only  6  were  found  to  be  artificially  fed.  10  children  were  found 
to  be  suffering  from  Ophthalmia,  and  each  case  had  been  attended 
by  an  uncertificated  midwife. 


HOUSING. 

During  the  year  79  new  houses  have  been  erected,  and  at  the  present 
time  we  have  more  houses  in  our  district  than  is  required  by  the  popu¬ 
lation.  This  is  caused  by  the  general  industrial  depression  of  trade, 

SEWERS. 

During  the  year  several  complaints  regarding  bad  smells  emanating 
from  the  sewers  in  the  district  have  been  investigated  and  reported  to  the 
Sanitary  Committee,  who  are  considering  the  question  of  fixing  automatic 
flushing  tanks  for  the  purpose  of  flushing  the  sewers. 

P.HA.A.  ACT,  1907. 

Since  the  adoption  of  this  Act,  new  houses  are  being  fitted  with 
water-closets,  and  all  old  ashpits  are  being  gradually  converted  into  water- 
closets.  The  increased  quantity  of  water  from  these  will  help  to  flush  the 
sewers,  and  I  have  no  doubt  will  in  some  measure  obviate  the  bad  smells 
from  certain  sewers. 

DAIRIES,  COWSHEDS,  AND  MILK  SHOPS. 

All  the  Dairies  and  Cowsheds  in  the  district  have  been  visited.  On 
the  whole  they  are  satisfactory.  Certain  improvements  have  been  carried 
out,  for  which  see  Inspector’s  Report. 
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SLAUGHTER  HOUSES. 

I  have  visited  all  Slaughter  Houses  with  your  Inspector.  During  the 
year  a  rigid  inspection  of  meat  has  been  carried  out  by  your  Inspector,  with 
the  result  that  one  butcher  was  found  dressing  a  diseased  carcase,  which 
was  intended  to  be  placed  on  a  foreign  vessel.  The  carcase  was  con¬ 
demned  and  destroyed  ;  and  the  butcher  was  prosecuted  and  fined.  The 
Sanitary  Committee  are  at  present  discussing  the  utility  of  erecting 
a  Public  Slaughter  House. 


REMOVAL  OF  REFUSE. 

This  work  has  been  done  by  the  Corporation  workmen  in  a  very 
satisfactory  manner. 


WATER  SUPPLY. 

This  has  been  very  satisfactory  all  the  year  round. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

Out  of  161  cases  of  notifiable  diseases  only  70  were  sent  to  Hospital. 
I  am  sorry  the  mothers  of  children  allow  their  parental  feelings  to  get  the 
better  of  their  judgment — it  is  only  by  isolation  that  you  can  prevent  the 
spread  of  these  diseases.  The  objection  is  purely  sentimental,  especially 
in  children  ;  after  the  first  24  hours  in  the  Hospital  they  are  all  happy  and 
good.  Considering  that  there  has  only  been  one  death  out  of  the  70  cases, 
this  ought  to  convince  parents  that  they  have  been  well  attended  to. 

INSPECTION  OF  DISTRICT. 

The  Wards  of  the  district  have  been  systematically  inspected  during 
the  year  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  myself  ;  and  we  are  at  present 
engaged  in  a  house-to-house  inspection  of  the  district.

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MEDICAL  INSPECTION  OF  SCHOOL  CHILDREN. 

During  the  latter  part  of  the  year,  the  newly-appointed  Medical 
Inspector  has  been  carrying  out  his  duties  under  this  Act  in  a  very  satis¬ 
factory  manner.  All  the  Council  Schools  in  the  district  have  been 
inspected  and  improvements  effected.  They  have  also  been  disinfected 
thrice  during  the  year.  I  would  strongly  advise  this  to  be  done  more 
frequently. 

All  boxes,  cards,  weighing  machines,  etc.,  have  arrived,  and  each 
school  in  the  Borough  is  provided  with  everything  necessary  for  the 
Medical  Inspection.  The  combined  height  and  weighing  machines  are  in 
working  order  and  are  very  satisfactory.  In  conjunction  with  the  nurses, 
the  Medical  Inspector  of  School  Children  has  examined  100  children  in 
the  Infant  Department  of  the  Buddie  Schools,  and  able  assistance  has 
been  rendered  by  Miss  Waugh,  the  Head  Teacher. 

The  following  are  the  number  of  unsatisfactory  cases  to  date  : — 
Clothing  and  Footgear,  3;  Nutrition,  3;  Heads,  Nits,  etc.,  19;  Skin,  2; 
Teeth,  20  ;  Throats,  Tonsils,  etc.,  18  ;  Eyes,  9  ;  Ear  Troubles,  4. 

Some  of  the  heads  were  very  dirty,  and  as  this  is  not  a  condition 
where  the  Medical  Inspector  has  to  call  the  attention  of  the  parents  to 
seek  medical  advice,  I  would  suggest,  with  your  sanction  and  approval, 
that  printed  cards  be  given  to  each  parent,  as  to  how  she  can  clean  and  get 
rid  of  this  trouble,  which  is  so  very  prominent,  and  which,  if  not  treated, 
must  spread  from  child  to  child.

CONVERSION  OF  ASHPITS. 

20  ashpits  have  been  converted  into  box  or  water  closets,  including 
the  open  ashpits  in  Shiney  Row,  which  has  considerably  improved  that 
part  of  the  district.  224  privy  ashpits  and  38  dry  ashpits  remain  in  our 
district.  The  owners  of  34  privies  and  ashpits  are  at  the  present  time 
under  notice  to  convert  the  same  into  water  closets  and  ashbins. 

The  gradual  adoption  of  Dr.  Quinn’s  ashbin  in  our  district  is  providing 
a  clean  and  satisfactory  method  of  storing  house  refuse,  and  is  a  decided 
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improvement  on  the  old  ash  closets.  The  contents  are  emptied  into  a 
basket  and  lifted  into  the  cart,  which  in  addition  to  being  a  cleaner 
method  of  removing  house  refuse,  has  also  the  advantage  of  being  cheaper. 

SLAUGHTER  HOUSES. 

The  slaughter  houses  in  our  district  have  been  regularly  visited,  and 
have  all  been  limewashed  when  required.  Some  trouble  was  caused  by 
butchers  keeping  their  refuse  on  the  premises  until  it  became  offensive, 
but  a  marked  improvement  has  now  taken  place.

COW  BYRES. 

At  the  West  Farm,  the  owners,  at  our  request,  constructed  proper 
drainage  to  a  cesspool  from  the  cow  byre.  Formerly  the  drainage  ran 
into  the  fold  yard  and  polluted  the  ground.  Considerable  improvement  in 
cleanliness  has  also  been  made  at  the  byres  and  adjoining  yard  at  Robson’s 
Farm,  High  Street.  The  other  cow  byres  in  the  district  have  all  been 
kept  in  good  order  during  the  year. 

FACTORY  AND  WORKSHOPS  ACT. 

The  workshops  in  the  district  have  been  twice  visited.  The  sanitary 
accommodation  at  Vaux’s  Stout  Bottling  Works,  Benton  Way — where 
male  and  female  labour  is  employed — has  been  increased  and  made 
suitable  for  both  sexes.  One  case  of  overcrowding  was  abated  after 
verbal  notice,  and  one  workshop  limewashed.  Three  new  workshops  and 
one  factory  were  notified  to  the  factory  inspector.

This  shows  a  decrease  of  459  tons,  caused  by  the  deposit  of  500  loads 
of  street  sweepings  on  the  land. 

SWINE  FEVER. 

The  piggeries  situated  on  land  adjoining  West  Street  were  declared 
free  from  infection  in  January,  by  the  Board  of  Agriculture,  and  there 
have  been  no  further  outbreaks.  The  Swine  Fever  Order  of  1908  is  now 
in  operation,  and  has  had  the  effect  of  causing  a  reduction  in  the  number 
of  swine  kept  in  the  district. 

NEW  DRAINS. 

82  new  drains  have  been  constructed  and  inspected.  An  improved 
type  of  intercepting  trap,  with  a  “  Stamford  ”  joint  on  the  cleansing  arm 
is  now  used  in  the  construction  of  drains  ;  all  others  being  rejected. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

70  patients  have  been  removed  to  Hospital  ;  161  houses  have  been 
disinfected ;  All  houses  are  disinfected  after  cases  of  tuberculosis.
